HIGHER FARE THAN 8 CENTS 
NEEDED, COMPANY THINKS 


Manager of Public Service Co. Doubts That 
Rise Granted Will Return 7.14 Per Cent on 
$66,000,000 Valuation—Stock Up $2.75.

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The Public Service Co. doubts 
that the. 8-cent fare will produce 
as much increase in its revenue 
as the Public Service Commission 
estimates. ‘Hence, a still higher 
fare than 8 cents would be re- 
quired, in its opinion, to yield the 


return of 7.14 per cent on its val- 
uation which the commission 
allowed. 

Ss. W. Greenland, vice-president 
and operating manager of the com- 
pany, said today that when the 
Commission fixed the fare of 8 
cents cash, two tokens for 15 cents. 
it estimated that the company’s 
revenue would be increased $1,- 
250,000 a year. “However,” Green- 
land commented, “the period of 
that estimate will be up on July 5 
and the indication is that the fare 
increase will have produced less 
than $500,000 more than the 7 cent 
fare.”’ 


The reason has been the’ pro- 
gressive ‘decline of travel on strevt 
cars. Greenland id the com- 
pany might achieve the added rev- 
enue estimated by the commission 
to accrue from the 8-cent fare by 
economies in operation. However, 
the company is faced with the pos- 
sibility of an increase in one oper- 
ating expense, that of wages to 
trainmen.

Iederal Reserve Banks Authorized 
to Purchase Them at Premium 
»Indefinitely.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Ex- 
tension indefinitely of the time in 
which the Federal Reserve banks 
will buy Third Liberty Loan bonds 
for the Treasury at a premium is 
announced by Secretary Mellon. 

The Treasury had authorized the 
banks to purchase these bonds at 
100 and 2-32ds during the week 
ended June 19 and during’ that 
period purchases amounting to 
$75,000,000 were reported. In his 
new annoucement. however, the 
Secretary of the Treasury gave the 
Reserve Banks authority to contin- 
ue buying all offers of these bonds 
until further notice. 

The Third Liberty loan matures 
Sept. 15, next, and the present pur- 
chases are a part of the Treastry’s 
program of retirement in advance 
of an expected refunding opera- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Em- 
ployment of the Tennessee Public 
Service Information Bureau of the 
head of the Tennessee Press Asso- 
ciation was disclosed today in the 
testimony of Guy P. Newburn of 
Nashville, director of the Utility 
Publicity Organization, in the Fe-l- 
eral Trade Commussion’s investiga- 
tion of utilities. 

Newburn testified that his 2s- 
sistant, Hugh Doak, owner and 
editor of the Manchester, Tenn., 
Times, was president of the Ten- 
nessee Press Association and that 
the information burean paid Doak 
| $225 a month for his services. 

Newburn said that he _  enter- 
tained newspaper men and editors 
as a part of his job out of the 
funds of his bureau which were 


supplied by electric, gas, _ street, 
railway, telephone and water co:n- 
panies. He said that the organiza- 
tion was created in 1922 and that 
Ross Murphy, a former newspaver 
man, was director until 1925 when 
Newburn succeeded him and that 
he had worked on the Memphis 
Commercial Appeal, the News-Sci- 
mitra and the Press, and had 
worked for the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad. 


Pamphlets Sent to Schools. 

Newburn said that the bureau 
had spent from $11,000 to $19,000 
each year in carrying on its public 
relations work and that out of the 
funds the bureau paid his member- 
ship in several] organizations in- 
cluding the National Chamber of 
Commerce and the Traffic Club at 
Memphis. The organization also 
paid for his automobile, he said. 

Newburn said that pamphlets 
had been distributed in the schools 
of Tennessee and that while no 
text books had been placed in the 
schools, that he thought that school 
principals who were on the general 
mailing list of the bureau had re- 
ceived all matter distributed by his 
organization. He said that his bu- 
reau distributed monthly the ‘*Ten- 
nessee Utility News,” a 16-page 
magazine, and that it went to 4600 
persons. 

Healy asked Newburn why he 
wanted to keep the editors friendly 
and Newburn replied that “without 
the friendship of newspaper editors 
I don’t think that any business can 
succeed.” 

“Slap Country Editors on Back.” 

Questioned about an address he 
made in 1927 at Atlanta, Ga., be- 
fore the Southeastern Division of 
the Nationa! Electric Light Asso- 
ciation, Newburn said he had stat- 
ed the utilities publicity bureaus 
“placed first importance on con- 
tact with the newspapers and news- 
paper editors and the people in the 


communities. * °* * Call the 
country editor by his first name 
and slap him on the back. Public 
speaking is of second importance 
and contact with the schoois is 
third.” 

Healy asked Newndurn .f he had 
succeeded in slapping the country 
editors of Tennessee on their backs. 
Newburn replied: “Partly.” 

Newburn said that in the address 
he urged the utility man to get the 
country editors to the point where 
they would print and carry “our 
message and look over all propa- 
ganda that goes to their apers.”

ZAGREB, Croatia, June 22.— 
After a night of rioting which fol- 
lowed the killing of two peasant 
deputies in the 
liament at Belgrade yesterday, 
order was restored today after all 


troops in the vicinity had been 
mobilized. 

A police checkup today showed 
four persons had been. killed in 
the riot, 2 others injured and 
180 arrested. 

It appeared the outbreak was 
caused by an announcement that 
the condition 
peasant leader, who was wound- 
ed in the shooting at the cap- 
ital, was growing worse. 

It was feared the disturbances 
might be renewed with the arrival 
today of the bodies of the two 
slain deputies, Paul Raditch and 
Dr. Basaritchek. 

Students and workmen united in 
demonstrations against Father 
Anton Koroshetz, Minister of In- 
terior, whom they blame for the 
recent disturbances in Jugo-Sla- 
via. Police attempting to halt the 
demonstrations were attacked and 
used their weapons freely. 

Power lines were cut and the 
city was in darkness. This added 
to the general confusion and ter- 
ror caused by the rioting and con- 
tinuous shooting. 

The demanstrators launched an 
attack on the Corso cafe, which 
is frequented by officials ond poll- 
ticians. All the windows were 
smashed, the furniture was thrown 
into ihe street and the policemen 
on guard were attacked with clubs, 
stones and revolvers. Attempting 
to curb the demonstration, police 
fired, killing three civilians and 
wounding many others. 

The students and workmen then 
attacked the Jaegerhof Cafe, which 
is also patronized by Government 
officials. Another battle with the 
police took place.

KINGS BAY; Spitzbergen, June 
22.—Maj. Maddalena and Maj. 
Penzo, Italian flyers, circled over 
the camp of the marooned Nobile 
party off Northeast Land today and 
dropped further stores, but could 
see no possibility of landing: any- 
where near the stranded men. 

Maj. Maddalena was making ais 
second flight to. drop supplies, 
having dropped 650 pounds at -he 
Nobile camp Wednesday. Today's 
reconnaisance lasted six hours... 

The two flyers said they flew !ow 
over the spot, but saw no aircraft 
wreckage or anything of the two 
other stranded parties of the North 
Pole dirigible Italia. 3 

The men also reported that they 
had not seen anything of Roald 
Amundsen, Norwegian explorer, 
who has been missing since Mon- 
day night, when he took off from 
Norway for Spitzbergen in «a 
French seaplane containing . Lief 
Dietrichsen and a crew of four 
French naval men. 

Sealer Arrives From Norway. 

The sealer Isbjoern arrived from 
Tromsoe, Norway, and reported 
that nothing had been seen of 
Amundsen's plane. The sealer leff 
port Saturday night and traversed 
the waters over which the plane 
must have passed. F : 

The Svalbard, which is the Gov- 
ernor’s boat, left Advent Bay today 
for South Cape to seek some trace 
of Amundsen, 

Capt. Rilser-Larsen and Lieut. 
Luetzow Holm, who have been us- 
ing Norwe seaplanes in the 
Nobile rescue operations, received 
orders from Oslo to turn their ef-_ 
forts to finding Amundsen. They 
were directed to search along the 
west coast of Spitzbergen. 

Capt. Riiser-Larsen, who was & 
member. of the Amundsen-Elis- 
worth expedition of 1925, ‘which 
was missing almost a month on the 
Polar ice, said there was a possi- 
bility that Amundsen had. been 
forced -back -to some uninhabited 
district on the north coast of Nor- 
way. He thought, however, the 
coast of West Spitzbergen should 
first be searched\from Kings Bay 
to South Cape, its southermost ex~- 
tremity. : 7 

Others declared Amundsen might 
have landed at Adveat Bay, south 
of Kings Bay, and established «a 
badge there to search for the seven 
men who drifted eastward in the 
balloon of the Italia, May 25, and 
have not been seen or heard of 
since. : 

Four More Planes Ready. 

Norwegian and French vessels 
were also co-operating in the“ 
search. The Norwegian steamer 
Michael Sars left Bear Isiand, be- 
tween Spitzbergen and Norway, to 
search as far to the east as the 
thirtieth meridian. The Norwegian 
cruiser Tordenskjoid was ordered 
to sail from Horten, the Norwegian 
naval base, and to send out a *ea- 
plane on short flights between Nr «- 
way and Spitzbergen. 

'Two French naval vessels were 
assigned to search in Barents Sea. 
The cruiser Strasbourg was taking 
on supplies at Cherbourg. when or’- 
dered to leave for the North, and 
the dispatch boat Quentin Roose- 
velt already was at Oslo. 

Gen. Umberto Nobile informed 
the base ship Citta de Milano by 
radio that the storage batterics 
dropped by Maj Maddalena for Vo- 
bile’s radio had been damaged be- 
cause one of the parachutes failed 
to open. Hé said as soon as he re- . 
ceived additiona! batteries he would 
be able to give rescue parties de- 
tallied instructions as to the best 
methods of searching for the rest 
of the Italia crew.

Woman Trans-Atlantic Flyer 
Goes to Toynbee Hall After 
Ceremony at the Cenotaph. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 22.—Miss Amelia 
Earhart, who halted her = social 
work temporarily to fly across the 
Atlantic, returned to it this morn- 
ing. Visiting Toynbee Hall, one 
of the largest settlement houses in 
London, she exclaimed: “There 1% 
no place like home.” 

Miss Earhart went to the slums 
in the East End of London after 
laying a wreath on the Cenotaph In 
memory of Great Britain’s war- 
rior dead. Wilmer Stultz and 
Louis Gordon, who flew with her 
in the Friendship, assisted her in 
placing the wreath, which was iIn- 
scribed with the names of the 
flyers. 

At Toynbee Hall, Miss Earhart 
was received by hundreds of wild- 
ly cheering youngsters, many of 
them waving American flags. Boy 
Scouts and Girl Scouts formed a 
long row of honor down which 
Miss Earhart walked to the matin 
door of the building. J. St. C. 
Catchpool, sub-warden of the hall. 
met her and escorted her through 
the various departments. 

Shortly after the inspection be- 
gan she hit upon the essential dif- 
ference between Toynbee Hall and 
Denison House in Boston, where 
she learned social service work. 
“You are fortunate,” she said, “In 
dealing with people who under- 
stand your language. In Boston 
we have the difficulty of dealing 
with a dozen different languages.” 

Miss Earhart was shown the 
British methods of dealing with 
pensions, insurance, unemployment 
and similar matters. jI should 
like to spend several days here 
instead of several hours,” she said. 
“Wehave each of us something to 
learn from the other.” 

From Toynbee Hall the Earhart 
party went to the statue of Nurse 
Edith Caveli, near Leicester Square, 
here the American placed a wreath. 
This was the tribute of one nurse to 
another, since Miss Earhart was a 
nurse in a Toronto hospital during 
the war. 

This afternoon Miss Earhart and 
Mrs. Frederick Guest} sponsor of 
the flight, went to Ascot for lunch- 
eon and the races. 

Meanwhile Stultz and Gordon, 
the other members of the crew cf 
the Friendship, were resting. They 


plan to fly to Manchester temor- 
row to place a wreath on the grave 
of Sir John Alcock who, with Sir 
Arthur Whitten Brown, was the 
first man to fly the Atlantic. Sir 
John died in an airplane accident 
near Rouen in 1919.

Houghton, wife of the American 
Ambassador, will give a lunche@a 
in honor of the Boston woman. 
Miss Earhart will have lunch with 
Lady Astor, Sunday, and with Lady 
Heath, British flyer who recently 
flew alone from Cape Town, South 
Africa to Croydon, Monday. That 
night Miss Earhart. Stultz and Gor- 
don will attend a royal concetr 
given by John McCormick at 
Royal Albert Hall, as guests of 
Mrs. Guest.

HOOVER CAMPAIGN 
GOMMITEE ORCANZED 


Secretary Work Elected Na- 
tional Chairman—Good Slat- 
ed for Western Manager. 


By the Ascociated Press , 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—With 
officers of the Republican Nation- 
al Committee selected and ap- 
proved, Secretary of Commerce 
Poover turned today to the quest- 
tion of sectional leaders for his 
presidential campaign. 

Under plans ennounced yester- 
day by Secretary of the Interior 
Work, after he had been named 
chairman of the National Commit- 
tee, the country is to be divided 
into two sections with divisional 
headquarters at New York and 
Chicago and a central headquar- 
ters in Washington. 

The name of James W. Good, 
who was manager of Hoover's 
pre-convention campaign is men- 
tioned prominently in connection 
with the Western office, but there 
have been few indications of the 
Commerce Secretary’s views on 
campaign personnel. 

To Confer With Good and Work. 

The nominee is to confer tomor- 
row with Good and Work, and it is 
expected that decisions with  re- 
spect to campaign assignments will 
be reached at that timé. 

Secretary Work has confirmed 
the general understanding that Sec. 
retary Hoover and Senator Curtis 
would go to their homes at Palo 
Alto, Cal., and Topeka, Kan., re- 
spectively, to receive the official 
notifiéation of their nominations 
and make their speeches of accept- 
ance. Hoover, it has tentatively 
been decided, will depart for his 
home between July 2 and 5. He 
will interrupt his journey, it is be- 
lieved, to visit President Cooliige, 
at Brule, Wis. 

A banquet will be given Hoover 
next week by the 2000 odd offi- 
Cials and employes of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce stationed in 
Washington and the affair may 
furnish the nominee with his first 
opportunity to speak in public 
since the convention. Some diffi- 
culty is being found in finding a 
place large enough for the demon- 
stration but those arranging the 
affair desire to signalize the occa- 
sion by having present every per- 
son connected with the  depart- 
ment during the seven years of | 
Hoover administration. 

While Hoover is still uncertain 
about resinging his office for the 
campaign, the banquet will carry 
the effect of a farewell appear- 
ance. His associates believe that. 
he will be unable to return to his 
desk after the summer vacation 
and that campaign efforts prob- 
ably will absorb all his future 
attention.

MIND ABOUT WORKING 


Will Remain at Lodge and Not 
Visit Office in Superior 
This Week. 


By the Associated Press. 

SUPERIOR, Wis., June 22.—In- 
formed by his office staff today 
this his presence in the office was 
not absolutely necessary.

ST. LOUIS AIR BOARD PARTY 
SAILS TONIGHT FOR FRANCE 


Tourists Arrive in New York: After 
Visiting Lindbergh’s Plane in 
Washington Museum.

Since 
Lindpergh’s plane has been on ex- 
hibition, he pointed out, attend- 
ance at the museum has tripled, 
Dr. Abbot told the St. Louisans 
that the institution is contemplat- 
ing erection of a glass bottom 
bridge over the “Spirit of St. Louis”

Not Bolting the Party.

farmers to the Democratic party. 
The farmers of this section. it is 
reported, are angry, but the ma- 
jority of them are not angry 
enough to vote the Dernocratic 
ticket.

Maroney, at St. Louis Cathedral at 
2 p..m. tomorrow. The body of 
Mr. Maroney, who died yesterday 
after an hour’s illness, at the age 
of 65, is at an undertaking estab- 
lishment at 3934 Russell boulevard. 
Burial will be in Calvary Ceme- 
tery. 

Mr. Maroney, lately holding the 
office of assistant circuit attorney, 
the same place in which he won 
his reputation as a _ prosecuter 
under Joseph W. Folk, became ill 
while at the Municipal Courts 
building yesterday afternoon. He 
went to the dispensary in the 
building, and was sent to City Hos- 
pitaf, where he died, apparently of 
a heart attack, induced by acute 
indigestion. 

Besides his wife, from whom he 
was separated, Mr. Maroney is sur- 
vived by a daughter, Mrs. William 
H. Bernard of 4978 Bancroft ave- 
nue, with whom Mrs. Maroney 
lives. 

Son of a Lawyer 

“Andy’’ Maroney was one cf the 
most familiar downtown figures. 
He was as likely to be found stand- 
ing at the curb, in front of the of- 
fice building where he kept his 
law books, as sitting in his swivel 
chair upstairs. He sometimes said 
St. Louis was too large a city for 
his liking, and he once made a 
venture at living Seattle, hoping 
he would find life there more free 
and less formal. 

He was born in Decatur, Ill., the 
son of a lawyer. who later moved 
‘to Arcola, lil. The family came tn 
St. Louis when he was 17 years 
old, and the youth found a_ job 
trucking freight in an East 5t. 
Louis railroad depot. 
a machinist’s apprentice, advarce 
man for a circus and a clerk for 
the Terminal Railroad. He organ- 
ized the railroad clerks in St. Louis 
and went to other cities doing sim- 
ilar work. 

Then he was a deputy in the Re- 
corder of Voters’ office, studying 
law by night, and fighting Ed But- 
ler, local Democratic boss, in pri- 
mary contests. Butler's “Indians” 
once mauled him severely, in a 
polling place misunderstanding. 

Fouk’s Right-Hand Man. 

After his admission to the har. 
he served ‘as an Assistant City At- 
torney, or police court prosecutor. 
Joseph W. Folk, then beginning his 
service as Circuit Attorney, namea 


Maroney in 1901 as one of his as-. 


sistants, though Boss Butler pro- 
tested, urging the appointment of 
one:-of his friends 

Soon Maroney was Folk’s right- 
hand man in the now historic boo- 
dle prosecutions. He handled the 
grand juries which voted indict- 
ments for bribery and perjury 
against a majority of the members 
of the House of Delegates, and aid- 
ed in the prosecutions which 
brought prison terms for seven of 
them—an eighth being convicted in 
the term of Folk’s successor. En- 
ergetic attempts to punish the 
bribe-givers were made, and two 
convictions were obtained, but were 
set aside by the Supreme Court, 

Boss Butler was convicted of at- 
tempted bribery, by the efforts of 
Folk, Maroney and C. Orrick Bish- 
op, who had pitted against them.

Titulescu’s Statemert. 


Titulescu said: 

“We have devoted an entire aft- 
ernoon to the discussion of your 
Secretary of State’s plan for out- 
lawing war, but of course the 
actual discugsion cannot be -di- 
vulged. I-can only say that my 
colleagues and myself heartily fa- 
vor it as the most practicable plan 
since the creation of the League 
of Nations.”

In the opinion of the Post-Dispatch the Missouri 
Public Service Commission has granted the local 
street railway company an exorbitant valuation from 
which the city should appeal to the State courts. 

The property is not worth $66,000,000, nor, in our 
opinion, can it be made to return a reasonable earn- 
ing upon that valuation for any length of time.

Judge Faris prescribed virtually the same 
method dating from the innovation of the railroad 
act. The street railway property in St. Louis, if 
valued by that method, would be worth its value 
when the State Commission was created in 1913, plus 
whatever actual dollars have been invested in it 
since. That would be much less than $66, - 000. 
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THE END OF DOG RACING IN MISSOURI. 
As it should have done, the Supreme Court of 
Missouri has reversed itself and now says there is 
no difference between betting on horse races and 
betting on dog races. 
Of course there isn’t. What is worse, dog racing 
in Missouri made none of the attempts at respecta- 
bility which have enabled horse racing to come back 
in so many states. It was entirely unregulated, 
there was nobody but the proprietors to say what 
their commission on bets should be, and the enter- 
prise was as far removed from sport as are all the 
other gambling resorts in St. Louis County. 

The Supreme Court should never have attempted 
the distinction. It was insupportable, and the in- 
terval in which the court sought to support it did 
no good to the morals of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County.

A more colorful side of the Mississippi River’s pos- 
| sibilfties than the barges that nose their way slowly 
‘upstream from New Orleans will be visible on the | 
river front July 3, 4 and 5, when the national regatta | | 
‘of the Mississippi Valley Power Boat Association is | 
| scheduled to be held. 

The event is truly national in scope and annually 
| brings together the fastest motor-driven craft in the 


country in what is rated the premier power-boat re- | 


| Satta of the year. More than 250 craft, from every | 
‘section of the country, including the winners of the | 
| winter meets in California and Florida, will race | 
/along a course between the free and Eads bridges, 
for three days. 

Last year the regatta was held in Houston and at- 
tracted a tremendous crowd and the promoters of 
the event locally expect an attendance of between | 
100,000 and 150,000. Stands seating 25,000 are being 
erected on the levee and enough standing room will | 


be available on the bridges, barges and the remainder | 
of the levee to accommodate the others. 

In scope the event will be comparable, in its class, 
to the interriational air races held here in 1923, and 
the St. Louis Yacht Club, sponsor for the regatta, | 
expects it to give the same impetus to river devel- | 
opment as the air races gave to the promotion of avi- 
ation here. St. Louis, unlike many smaller cities on 
the Mississippi, has neglected the stream as a me- 
dium for sport and pleasure and motor-boat enthusi- 
asts hope that the regatta will result eventually in 
the building of suitable docks and landing spots for 
pleasure craft along the river front.

How to Relieve the Farmer 


President's Veto of McNary-Haugen Bill Saved Agriculture and Co-Operative Mar- 
keting From the Menace of Domination by a Bureaucratic Board; Coolidge, 
However, Is Inconsistent in Proposing. a Plan Which Would Be Worse From the 
Farmers’ Standpoint; Solution of Farm Problem Is Through Tariff Reduction.

VEN though we disagree quite radically 
E With the attitude of President Coolidge 

toward agriculture, and particularly with 
his plan for alleged agricultural equality, 
we are glad that he vetoed the McNary- 
Haugen bill. By doing so, he again relieved 
agriculture and co-operative marketing, 
temporarily at least, from the menace of 
domination by a bureaucratic board. a board 
that certainly would be controlled by the 
very interests that have been exploiting 
farmers. 

Inasmuch as this year’s bill appeared to 
make the equalization fee secondary, to be 
used only if co-operative marketing organ- 
izations through the loan provisions did not 
control the “surplus,” and because. aside 
from the equalization-fee provisions, the 
measure. was quite like the administration 
plan, we feared the President might sign 
the bil. But he contended that the co- 
operatives would be unable to handle the 
surpluses, and that the Federal Farm 
Board would be obliged, therefore, under 
the terms of the bill, to put the equalization 
fee into effect. 

The President uses sound arguments 
against setting up a governmental agency 
to dump agricultural surpluses abroad in 
order to create an artificial scarcity at 
home. and to meet the dumping losses with 
equalization fees. As he points out. the 
plan would amount to governmental price- 
fixing; it would guarantee the profits of 
middlemen and processors and give them a 
large part of any increase in domestic 
prices, and it would set up an army of reg- 
ulating officials that would constitute a ty- 
ranmical bureaucracy. 

: . > 


President Coolidge has been charged 
with gross inconsistency because he favors 
whacking tariff duties for manufacturers, 
but denies farmers the McNary-Haugen plan 
to make the duties on farm products effec- 
tive. If he had stopped with vetoing the 
McNary-Haugen bill, this charge would 
hardly be valid—for we must remember that 
to set up tariff duties is one thing, but to 
set up governmental machinery to make 
tariff duties effective is quite another. 

The Government has set up tariff duties 


on both farm products and industrial prod- 


ucts. And President Coolidge favors, or 
professes to favor, high duties on farm 
products as well as on manufactured goods. 
But the Government has never undertaken 
to make anybody's tariff duties effective. 
To set up governmental machinery to make 
the duties on farm products effective. as 
provided in the McNary-Haugen plan, 
would be a brand-new policy. 

A tariff duty on any commodity is ef- 
fective in increasing the price only when 
the natural supply behind the tariff wal! is 


less than the demand, or a.trust is formed 


to limit the supply. Manufacturers can 
form, and have formed, trusts, because they 
are relatively few in number, A farmers’ 
trus& with. the wide range of substitutes 
open to consumers, would have to include 
practically all the farmers in the country 
—over 6.000.000 of them—tin an organiza- 
tion tight enough to restrict production. 
Farmers bave ust farmed, and are wholly

unlikely ever to form, such a trust of their 
own. Agricultural duties, therefore, are ef- 
fective only on such farm products as we 
produce in quantities smaller than the do- 
mestic demand, and not on products pro- 
duced in excess of that demand. If Presi- 
dent Coolidge had stopped with vetoing the 
McNary-Haugen bill, his inconsistency 
would have been in supporting a tariff sys- 
tem that works for manufacturers but does 
not—with a few exceptions—work for farm- 
ers. ?

But the President.did not stop with veto- 
ing the McNary-Haugen bill. He offers an 
alternative proposal, the so-called adminis- 
tration plan, which would set up a Federal! 
Farm Board with power to control the sup- 
ply of farm products. by storage and ad- 
justing production to demand. This plan. 
if carried out in good faith. would make 
the tariff. duties on farm products effective 
by curtailing the supply. It would involve 
shutting down part of the American farm 
plant, even thcugh the world needed the 
products and would be glad to trade for 
them if given an opportunity. 

Here, then, is the inconsistency of Presi- 
dent Coolidge: He lambasts the McNary- 
Haugen plan because it would set up a ty- 
ratinical bureaucracy. when his own plan, 
by creating a bureaucratic board to tell 
farmers what and how much to produce. 
and to take charge of it when produced. 
would be as bad, or worse. And if the 
President is really sincere in his proposal 


to make the duties on farm products ef. 


fective, and the plan worked—both of which 
may be doubted—it would amount to price 
control by a governmental,agency quite as 
much as the McNary-Haugen plan against 
which he inveighs so vigorously. 
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If we are to have any bootstrap-lifting 
measure in an attempt to. establish tariff 
equality for farmers, then the export- 
bounty or debenture plan is the one to 
adopt. ‘Without setting up a bureaucracy, 
it would accomplish “as much as the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen plan. But even this would 
leave undisturbed the tariff duties that in- 
terfere with foreign peoples trading for our 
farm products, and which rob American 
farmers of their rightful foreizn markets. 

Analysis of the whole question sustains 
the wisdom of seeking tariff equality 
through tariff reduction. as set forth in the 
resolution adopted three times in succession 
by the Farmers’ Union of Nebraska. By 
taking from manufacturers their protection 
in profiteering, tariff reduction would en- 
able farmers to trade their products for 
manufactured goods on a fairer basis. Fur- 
ther, it would enable foreign peoples to 
trade for more of our farm products, and 
thus enlarge our markets and solve the 
problem of the “surplus” about which we 
have been hearing so much. 

And, most important of all, tariff reduc- 
tion would accomplish all of these benefi- 
cial results without placing farmers and 
their co-operative organizations under the 
domination of a Federal Farm Board that 
surely would be controlled by those who 


are exploiting farmers.

GIVES A LUNCHEON 


Simplest and Pleasantest Form 
of Entertainment for Young 
Daughter. 


Most girls will be quite thrilled 
with the idea of a special] luncheon 


planned for themselves and their 
friends. This is as simple a form 
of entertaining as mothers can 
adapt to this time of year, with a 
possible exception of an afternoon 
tea. However, an afternoon tea for 
youngsters nowadays generally 
means bridge in connection with it, 
so that after all a luncheon is per- 
haps the simplest. 

A dainty and delicate color 
scheme can be worked out both in 
flowers and food at this time of 
year and may be carried out either 
in school colors or in the more con- 
venient pink and white of green 
and white. A bowl of maidenhair 
fern with pink and white roses or 
maidenhair fern with yellow daisies 
and blue delphinium makes an at- 
tractive centerpiece. 

A good menu consists of canta- 
loupe cocktail, jellied chicken with 
potato chips and almond and celery 
sulad, small hot biscuite or Little 
parkerhouse rolls; strawberry par- 
fait and angel cake. 

The cantaloupe cocktail is made 
by cutting ripe cantaloupe pulp 
into small cubes or scooping out 
little bails of the pulp with a pota- 
to cutter. For eight people, two 
large or three medium-sized can- 
taloupes will be required. Put all 
of the little balls or cubes in a 
bowl, add one-half cup of orange 
juice and two tablespoons of finely 
chopped mint. Sprinkle with a ta 
blespoon of powdered sugur, cover 
and let stand on ice or in a very 
cold place for at least an hour, then 
serve in fruit cocktail glasses. The 
Stems of the glasses may be deco- 
rated with a bow of gauze ribbon 
in a color to blend with the select- 
ed scheme, 

Slice Jellied Chicken, 

For the jellied chicken boil a 
four-pound fowl in a quart and a 
pint of boiling water, seasoned with 
a tablespoon of salt and a handful 
of chopped celery leaves.

| HOW TO DRESS | 
FOR SUMMER 


U. S. PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE. 
HE clothing worn by the in- 
Tarviaua should be suited to th 
vagaries of temperature rather 
than the season. Although it may 
be summertime, if the weather 1s 
raw and chilly, adequate protection 
against the cold is essential. 

The fact that women can wear 
less clothes than men because na- 
ture has provided them with a 
heavier layer of fat over the body 
does not warrant their taking un- 
necessary risks. In motoring. swim- 
ming, camping or any other out- 
door activity, care should be taken 
that the proper amount of cloth- 
ing is worn. In the hot weather, 
particularly while canoeing and 
swimming, persons are prone to re- 
move too much clothing suddenty. 

It is a fine thing for the entire 
body to be tanned by the sun’s rays. 
but caution should be exercised at 
first not to expose large areas of 
the body for a long period. An 
overdose of the ultra violet rays 
will produce severe sunburn which 
in addition to causing pain and dtfs- 
comfort is often injurious to the 
health. 

There is no grave danger in get- 
ting wet or staying wet provided 
one does not become chilled or re- 
main still. As soon as physica! ac- 
tivity ceases, however, great care 
must be exercised to prevent chilt- 
ing. Wet clothes should be _re- 
moved on arriving at camp or 
home, a shower taken, if possible, 
and dry clothes put on.
